Inspite 
of t his tulk> hoiUiiigr, tlie hooni went 
on; all our principal towns blossomed 
out with new and expensive buildings, 
and merchants went into them under 
henvy rents' everything was-undcr full 
sail, in spite of the weather appearing 
a little doubtful. 'riien the squall 
struck our ship in the shape of the 
freeze in .lanuary, 1 Hhis. For some 
time uohody realized that we were 
much hurt, and the ship was kept on 
her course very bravely, hut gradually

However, the lead -was kept 
going, and we managed to keep water 
enough under us to float us. although 
We had to steer carefully to Avoid 

grounding. Thus wc have ... for 

two years, making lit tie progress, and 
even in somecasesgoingbackward, but 
on the whole we have held our own 
remarkably will, and now that t lie t ide 
is rising under us, we are well prepared 
to make sail ami bear away again. 
W e ale lightened of our useless loafers 
and the hangers-on who were here to 
fatten at our expense; our ship is 
tighter and bet ter equipped than ever, 
and-our crew well trained; in every 
way we are prepared for a much more 
profit able use of our new oppurt unit ies 
than ever before, and the voyage on 
which we now set out w ill undouht edly 
bring us rich returns. 

lint. dropping the metaphor, what 
are t he actual com! it ions of the case ? 
Ilefore the freeze everybody thought 
oranges were the only crop Florida 
was good for, and expected to see her 
disappear like a pricked bubble when 
that crop wan destroyed. They very 
soon found, however, that oranges 
were after all only a small part of our 
resources, and barely represented our 
annual surplus for improvement, while 
we'liad enough besides to live upon. 
Then it was found that the very con¬ 
ditions which caused our orange crop 
to fail were just -• the ones to favor our 
peaches, and immediately a great deal 


of attention was turned to a hitherto 
mill'll neglected crop, which now prom- 
isesto he a very important one. Other 
new crops might also be mentioned, 
which have come into prominent 
notice in.the last two years; so that 
qow should t lie orange crop fail again 
we should have quite a variety of other 
crops to fall back upon. lint the 
orange trees have now fully recovered 
their strength and growth, while a 
large number of new ones ha ve come 
int o bearing ; so that it is safe to est i- 
matethat our next crop of oranges 
will more than double any previous 
one. The freeze issomet Iiing not likely 
to occur again within the-lifetime of 
many people now living, not having 
been known before for lifly years, and 
so in all probability we may count on 
a continuance of our enlarged orange 
crop, with all the new crops added as 
so much clear gain. The business of 
the State has set t led dow n to a solid, 
practical basis, and confidence is re¬ 
st ored in the minds of our neighbors. 
The present sefisun has seen the heavi¬ 
est I ravel ever know ii in l-he State, and 
t here are numerous inquiries for real 
estate for residence, farming and ot her 
purposes. The late blizzards at the 
North have given people a renewed in¬ 
terest in finding homes in a leAs rigor¬ 
ous climate. Everything points ton 
return of prosperity greater than we 
have known before. Now is the time 
for intending set t lets and investors to 
get in. while prices are still reduced, 
for t here can be no doubt that they 
will tend steadily upward lor some 
years to come. We hope, however, 
that those controlling properly will 
not repeat t he mistake, w hich was otic 
cause of our former depression, of 
holding all eligible lands at excessive 
prices, and tInis retarding settlement 
during tlie years when il might .have 
been more rapid. Let us make hay 
while the sun shiiies, and not because 
I he sun shines today, put such ob¬ 
stacles in I lie way of harvesting that 
the liny will spoil in the fields through 
not getting it in before a not her shower 


comes.

Inseets are jilentiful, land is 
cheap, building materials low, while 
t lie hotels arccompellcd to send North 
for ebickt* and eggs. A home market, 
with Ini'll prices,, exists all the year 
round, and three is no better place in 
the I’nited States than Florida for 
poultry. ANow for the object ions. The 
colored gentry will sotm't■lines make a 
midnight descent, and lie who makes 
poult rjr a large business can have an. 
assistant to clean up and d.vconsider- 
able work at night, thereby Servian as 
watchman. 'The I ice and minute insect s 
are plentiful, but #ood. management 
and cleanliness, will keep thiui away. 
The I, 'horns do well here, no Irosted 
combs occurring. wIdle animal food is 
not as necessary here. (irecn maleriAl 
is plentiful for ten months in the year, 
and stoves or heating appliances are 
unnecessary. Plenty of whitewash is 
the main slock in trade. Keep every 
t hinn clean, and the liens will lay every 
month in the year, except wheumouli- 
ini'. 

Florida sells early chicks at; home, 
as she does not produce ennui'll for 
t lie t housandsof \ isitnrs w hoamiiially 
lloek there. The day will come when 
that State will be the headquarters

The Pich¬ 
oline is not advocated by nurserymen 
for t lie reason, that propagation is 
attended with less dilliculty, but 
because it possesses ad \ ant a ties, w hieh 
entitle it to rank superior to the Mis¬ 
sion. It is as easily cultivated and 
much easier propagated. The crop 
can lie harvested at a much less expense 
and w it h half I he dillicult y, as t lie ber¬ 
ries ripen evenly and two months ear¬ 
lier than the.Mission. The Mission, on 
I he other hand, arrivesat maturity in 
a sort of haphazard wily,and without 
regard IO t liceon venience of thosewho 
have to gat her tlie crop.

Helms 
hari import ant huaiuees Ijjattend to 
I his week. Inti we hopcThe itext will 
lind him w it h leisure enough to give ns 
onr usual budget of news. 

"Tut-: Mowers that hlooin in the 
spring" areotil inalmndaltcenow, and 
a walk m tiie woods will reward any 
one w ho a pprt*eint rs t lietn witli many 
that tire hot h i nrions and pretty. 
The botanist need never tie at a loss 
for interesting subject's of study in any. 
Iiraneli ol his science t hal lie may like 
t o follow. 

As onr landlords begin to get their 
Ineath after the rush, and have tiuie 
to count tln irsliekels. it bccotncsvery 
evident that a hotel m Winter Park 
pays, and pays well. We want another 
big one liefore .next winter-and it will 
he big money lor whoever ts lucky 
ciioimli 1 11 yet in lirst. No compel it. ion 


is to he ferired ; there will he plenty of 
people to till all we have and more, 
and the more people there are here, 
the more will come, and the longer 
they will stay. Every hotel man 
knows that, and it would he money in 
the pockets of those now here, if they 
could induce more to conic ami start 
new houses. 

Last season a great deal was said 
about t lie hccessit y and valtmof cold- 
storage, as a means of preserving onr 
fruit, so as to prolong onr season of 
sale, and many good authorities fully 
believed that the problem had heen 
solved. It appears, however, that 
something more is still needed. It is 
found that when fruit has heen kept in 
cold si orage for some t ime, all hough it 
may come out in pci feet eondit ion, it 
spoils very quickly afterwards; so t hat 
unless it can he marketed at onee.it is 
likely t o he lost. One theory of the 
cause of this is that while, in storage 
t lie dry air of I he storage rooms takes 
away the moisture from the skins of 
t lie iruil.. lea ving them in a condition 
t o greedily absorb moist lire again w lien 
taken out, which is flirt her assisted by 
the fact that they come out cold and 
condense t lie moisture from t lie warm 
air upon them. If this he really the 
cause of t lie decay, t wo t hings appear 
to he necessary in supplement of cold- 
storage: lirst, we must find some way 
to cure t lie skins of t lie fruit, so as to 
toughen them, as they often are by* 
drying in warmer air. instead of pre¬ 
serving Them in a soft and -- per.v -ious 
eondit ion, and second, oil withdrawal 
fruit must cither lie distributed and 
consumed very quickly or kept cool 
until it is..or else, il must he raised 
gradually to I lie temperature in which 
it .is to he kept, by means of dry air 
which will deposit no moisture upon 
it. Here is a held for inquiry and in¬ 
vestigation, which is Well worth the 
attention of inventors. Some means 
of preserving our fruit we must have, 
and we have no doubt we shall have 
it Indore many years. Who is going 
to lie lucky enough to discover it lirst? 

Till*: tourist season is rapidly draw¬ 
ing to a close, for while a few have 
lea rued the beauties of Florida in April 
and May, the great hulk of tlu>He.Avho 
come here in the winter My at the lirst 
approach ol warm weather, without 
waiting to fairly test the possilnlitids- 


of a longer stay- Those who have 
once had the courage to throw otl the 
first lethargy of summer here have 
found so much to enjoy in these first 
months of real summer weather, that 
they have heen glad to repeat their 
experience ill succeeding years. It is a 
peculiarity of this early summer lazi¬ 
ness that the victims of it are too lazy 
even to litid oilt what is the matter 
wit h them,and charge it upon the lirst 
thing that conics to mind—namely, 
that they are in Florida.and it stands 
to reason, in their minds, that Florida 
cannot he so comfort tilde or healthy a 
place in summer as a more northern 
region. Now this superficial reasoning 
is all wTong, as cureless t hongld is very 
apt tithe. The trouble is not with 
Florida nor its climate, Imt with the 
people themselves. They have proba¬ 
bly been living on rich food, plenty of 
meat and milk and eggs, blitter and 
ot her t hings composed of t hese<u* sim¬ 
ilar ingredients, until t hey have over¬ 
charged 1 heir systems with materials 
which, while good enough in I heir place 
and in moderation, are not suited, in 
unlimited quantities, to a ■warm ili¬ 
um te or season. At the North, even, 
many of t hese same people have had 
to go through a reducing process every 
spring, and here, il they must be 
immoderate in their eating during the 
winter, such a process is even, more 
necessary. Hut anybody will niitu- 
cally carry a little heavier habit in 
w'tntcr, and when summer opens will 
naturally feel a little overweighted 
until begets himself le-ridjusted to the 
new eondit ions of life. Let those who 
feel upset by approaching warm 
weat hersimply cut down t heir propor¬ 
tion of rich and hearty food, substi¬ 
tuting fresh v’(*getahlf*s,'and vegetable 
food generally, for a while, and eat 
plenty of fruit, especially the sour cit¬ 
rus fruits, such as grape fruit, sour 
oranges and lemons. 'The two hitter 
can best In* used in the shape of a unde, 
with watcr'and sugar, hut should not 
he made too sweet. 'flic best way 
wit h t he grape fruit is to cut it in half 
equator-billy and dipout the pulp with 
a spoon. It is best without any sugar, 
hut if too unpalatable may he taken 
out iiito a dish and silgared to taste. 
A lit t le management of the diet and 
n't her habits of life will quickly put 
the **spriim fever" to Might, and then 
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the warm climate wHI acem far less 
objectionable, unil the beauties of our 
snipmcr I if** will stand a chance of 
being appreciated. Take cart* of your 
lioaltli, and the climate will taka ran* 
of it Half. There is none bat tar, if you 
only ffiva.it a fair clianaa.

Spanish Peanuts. 

Tin* Spanish or bush peanut in a 
new variety in t Ilia count ry, unknown 
in North Carolina and Virginia. It 
eonimcuds itself to every fanner who 
has tried if, /is a valuable erop for the 
market and for use on the farm. The 
nut s are pabulum for the modern legis- 
lator an well ns the small hoy,and are 
more delicate than North Carolina 
varieties, hilt a little smaller.. They 
are superior to the coarse Virginia pin- 
dar. The' nuts grow round the tap 
roots in a cluster and all come lip when 
pulled about a pint to t he hill on land 
that wil) make live or six bushels of 
corn to the acre, more oil better land. 

The land should not lie too still, as 
it wohld bake, around the nuts and

hold t belli m t lie ground. They should 
be planted about t lie samet imeascot* 
ton, I lie hills t welve to sixteen inches 
and the rows thirty inches apart, 
slightly bill lip with the semper^ W ill 
mat lire planted as la teas I (It li of •! line, 
but should be pulled up and cured as 
soon as tbe nuts commence to sprout 
in the ground and before frost. 

The (tips do not lie on the ground 
and spread as in the old variety, but 
bush up and make a large (piaotity of 
most excellent foliage, cured as pen- 
vine liny. 

The tops may be mowed otT, cured 
and put outlie market and the nuts 
raised by pulling I best ubble, dried and 
housed. The picking can be done at 
odd times in hot or cold weather. 

The yield is from thirty to one hun¬ 
dred or more bushels of nuts and one 
to live thousand pounds of hay. -
